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A DYING! WAUIUÜR. 


General Sheridan Suffers a 
Serious Relapse.

W a s h in g t o n , May 20.— < leneral Sheri­ 
dan’s condition is extrem ely critical to­ 
night, and his death at any m om ent will 
not be unexpected. 
H e had a recurrence 
| of his heart trouble at 5 o’clock this 
'afternoon, accompanied by a serious 
pinking spell, which gave great alarm to 
the physicians, who im mediately took 
prom pt and powerful m easures to rally 
him . These rem edies have only given 
partial relief, and at 10:30 to-night the 
four physicians who have been In attend­ 
ance aro a t hiB side, closely and an x ­ 
iously watching every sym ptom . The 
potion of his heart is still very feeble, 
and has responded b i t imperfectly to the 
remedies adm inistered. 
The attack 
came alm ost w ithout premonition, a 
slight feeling of faiotess being the only 
thing that w arned th e physicians th at a 
crisis m ight be a t hand. 
Up to about 
ten m inutes to five th eü e n era l had been 
doing veiy well, and the family were 
in cheerful spirits on account of the 
strength and interest in passing events, 
shown by th e sick m an. 
No symptoms 
I o ta recurrence of the failure of the valves 
of the heart to properly close had ap­ 
peared, aDd as the attacks of tho day 
g 
revious occurred in th e morning it was 
oped he would quickly rally, and then 
become better able to meet any future 
dangers. 
As soon as it became evident, 
however, th at valvular failure of the 
heart had set in, they saw th at their 
cherished hopes of a successful day would 
not be realized. Everything possible was 
done for the patient, nut only with im­ 
perfect success. 
Digitalis and whisky 
were adm inistered, and finally a blister 
was put over the heart. These applica­ 
tions stim ulated tho heart to increased 
action, though not to the extent desired. 
The blister was not intended so m uch to 
counteract th e present attack as to pre­ 
vent a subsequent one. The General's 
return to the nearly norm al coadition in 
which he had been since his illness 
was slower than from any of the prev­ 
ious attacks, and the doctor said of the 
attack, “ It was pretty severe.’’ 
TEMPORARY RECOVERY. 
At 8 o’clock he had recovered some­ 
what from this attack and was getting 
comparatively comfortable. He was still 
the object of earnest solicitude, iiowover, 
and the doctors did not leave his side. 
Mrs. Sheridan also rem ained constantly 
near. The attack was unaccompanied by 
pain and he was conscious and thorough' 
ly aware of th e gravity of his situation. 
A bulletin stating his condition was to 
have been given to the press at 8 :30 
o'clock, hut owing to the extrem ely criti­ 
cal condition of th e General it was not 
issued until 10 o’clock. 
A few m inutes 
after th a t hour one of his aideB stepped 
ont of the house and on to the portico 
and gave to th e new spaper m en who 
gathered around him th e official state­ 
m ent of the physicians. 
I t reads: 
Washington, 10 p. m .—General Sheri­ 
dan passed a comfortable 
day, took 
plenty of nourishm ent, spoke cheerfully 
and hopefully, and generally did well, 
until ten m inutes before 6 o’clock this 
afternoon, when the action of his heart 
became very feeble, from which condi­ 
tion it has reacted im perfectly. At this 
tim e he is suite ring neither pain nor dis­ 
tress. 
He thoroughly understands all 
about his condition, but is quite tranquil, 
undismayed aod hopeful for the best. 
HISTORY OF 1US ILLNESS. 
One of General Sheridan’s aides said 
to-day that a false report in regard to the 
General’s condition h ad been given out 
because the General had a horror of be­ 
ing considered ill. I t was thought by 
m em bers of bis family on Monday th at 
liis illness was only tem porary and there 
was no necessity for alarm . 
General Sheridan had suffered a severe 
attack before this but it was passed off 
as as indigestion. 
This tim e he has had 
three serious crises before the present 
one this evening; the first Monday night, 
when a priest was called to his bedside 
to adm inister the last sacram ent; again 
Thursday night, and the third yesterday 
morning. The last m entioned created 
th e greatest alarm . 
It so nearly proved 
fatal th at he m ight have died at any mo­ 
m ent. 
He rallied, however, and then he 
had m any spells of h eart trouble. These 
grew leBs as the day wore on. 
The nature of the disease precludes 
th e possibility of the patient lyieg in bed, 
and he íb forced to get wiiat sleep he 
docs, sitting in a chair. 
A corps of arm y 
surgeons are in constant attendance tak­ 
ing upon them selves th e duties of nurses. 
Every point of attack is watched with de- 
v< ted care. Surgeon-Geaeral Moore, and 
Drs. O’Reilly, O’Byrne, M atthews and 
Yarrow are in attendance. 
A sister of 
charity from Providence hospital aids in 
th e sick cham ber, and Mrs. Sheridan is 
almost constantly by th e bedside. 
PRF.PARINQ FOR THE END. 
There is no reason to doubt th at Gen­ 
eral Sheridan realizes his critical condi­ 
tion, for yesterday m orning tie m ade his 
W ill. 
He expressed hia earnest desire to 
see his aged m other, who still lives 
where she lias lived for over fifty years 
in the little town of Somerset, Ohio. 
The old lady is hastening to the bedside 
of her son by a fast train. 


THE MOllNINO REPORT. 
At the General’s house this m orning 
U had been reported th at he was m uch 
better. 
The bulletin, issued at 8 a. m. by the 
attending physicians, 
s a id : 
General 
bheridan expressed himself as having 
passed a resuul night. 
Ho says he has 
no pain whatever and feels first rate- 
So m aterial change in his symptoms has 
occurred. 
On tho head of this th e following re­ 
port was sent o u t: 
General Sheridan is m uch better, hut 
h e is still in a critical condition, and his 
heart may at any m om ent refuse to per­ 
form its functions. F our times this week 
he had a serious lim e. 
The valves of his 
heart have failed to cloee with his pulee- 
beata. end the circulation of Wood has 
instantly ceased. Twioe on Monday and 
twice yesterday th e difficulty occurred, 
and the danger of its reenrrence is eo 
great that one of th e five physicians at­ 
tending him la always a t hia aide. The 
stories of apoplexy are u n tw e, and there 
are qo signs of paralysis. The General 
it of the night « a d -fe y in the 


terday m orning, but th e narrow escape 
from death caused the doctore to insist 
that tiie General’s serious condition be 
m ade known to th e public. 
No callers 
are received except Father Chappelle, of 
Ht. M atthew’s C hurch, who goes daily to 
see th e sick m an, who enjoys his society. 
MOTHER AND BROTHER. 
The General’s condition is so critical 
th at his m other and brother Patrick 
havo been sent for. They are on their 
way from Ohio. The Goneral made his 
will yesterday. 
H e resisted stoutly, but 
when the doctors explained to him how 
precarious his situation is, he finally con­ 
sented to havo a lawyer called. 
H is memoirs, fortunately, are com­ 
pleted and in the hands of the publishers 
with whom ho has a good contract. 


WILL NEVER BK A WELL MAN. 
One of the doctors said: 
“ The Gen­ 
eral will will never be a well m an. 
He 
will never m ake such a trip as the last 
one. 
Wo hope to pull him through and 
brace him up tUl he is able to travel and 
then send him down to Nantucket.where 
he lias just finished a cottage. 
The Bea 
air will be good for him , and the sooner 
ho 
gets away from W ashington the 
better, although it m ay be a good while 
before he is able to travel." 


MIDNIGHT BULLETIN. 
W ashington, May 2fi.—At midnight 
there was no change in General Sheri­ 
d an ’s condition. 
TUB LATEST. 
W ashington, May 20, 1:30 a. m.— 
There has been no change in General 
Sheridan’s condition since th e 10 o’clock 
bulletin was issued. 
H e is resting 
quietly, and at this hour is taking a short 
sleep. 
The new attack yesterday afternoon 
gives especial concern to General Sheri­ 
dan’s physician, for the reason th at those 
attacks seem disposed to recur from 
tim e 
to 
time. 
M rs. Sheridan says 
that his improved condition, during 
the day was evident. 
H e was bright and 
cheerful and read the papers, laughing 
wiien he found anything that pleased 
him . 
W hen he found eotne statem ents, 
iiowever, th at he was very ill, he was not 
pleased, and was not backward in m ak­ 
ing the fact known. 
The family en­ 
deavored 
to 
keep 
some 
of 
the 
more alarm ing accounts 
from him , 
but he at once noticed the absence of 
th e papers and called for them . 
He 
enjoyed the presence of his children in 
his room two or three hours in th e after­ 
noon, and two or three intim ate friends 
were allowed to see him . 
There was a 
constant stream of private and official 
callers to inquire after his health. 
Mrs. 
Sheridan, th e G eneral’s mother, 
WILL MOT COMB 
To W ashington, as has been stated. She 
is very old and in feebie health, and it is 
thought would be unable to stand the 
journey here. 
The General’s strength 
kept up rem arkably well, and he was 
able to walk across th e floor without as­ 
sistance and to move from his bed to his 
easy chair with little apparent effort. 
He 
took 
considerable 
nourishm ent, 
mostly peptonized m ilk, though a dish 
of chicken broth waa also given him in 
th e afternoon. 
The trouble with which General Sher­ 
idan is afflicted is doe to chronic im per­ 
fect closure of th e valves of the heart, 
thus allowing the blood which has been 
discharged from th at organ to be forced 
hack again, thereby imposing additional 
hardens upon it. 


THE IMMEDIATE DANGER 
Lies in th e fact th at in one of his weak, 
or fainting spells, the G eneral's heart 
m ay fail 
to act 
and 
this 
spell is 
always to be apprehended. I t is on this 
account th at the presence of a physician 
íh constantly needed, in order th at some 
powerful h e y t stim ulant m ay be im m e­ 
diately adm inistered to lead th e patient 
over th e attack which m ay occnr. 
I t is 
said General Sheridan has been troubled 
with affection of th e heart for a t least 
three or four years, and th at he m ost 
have known of lit for one or two years. 
It is 
said 
to 
be 
a 
disease 
with 
which m any m en, who are 
actively 
engaged in business, and have clear 
heads and apparently good health are 
afflicted. They m ay live a long tim e and 
go abont their ordinary avocations, while 
m other cases th e disease anickly runs 
its course, and canses th e aeath of the 
person troubled with it. 
In nine cases 
out of ton it is caused by acute rheum a­ 
tism , and it is not at all im probable that 
General Sheridan m ay have contracted 
this heart disease in exposures incident 
to his m ilitary dnty. 
BULLETIN 3 ¡45 A. X . 
General Sheridan slept abont an hour 
since the 10 o'clock bulletin, when be 
was given a 
little 
m ilk. H e was 
slightly 
restless, 
but 
has 
quieted 
dow n 
and 
appears 
inclined 
to 
doze off to sleep again. There has been 
no change in his oondition. 
The action 
of th e heart Is not perceptibly stronger 
than when the 10 o’clock bulletin was 
issued, nor has there been any recur­ 
rence of th e cessation of its beating.

LENGTHY 
REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


A L ine o f Policy Discussed—G. A. R . 
Men F in d F a u lt W ith the 
P n b lic P rin te r.

W a s h in g t o n , 
May 20.—The House 
went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
appropriation bills. The pendiug am end­ 
ment, offered by McComas, of Mary­ 
land, increasing the clerical force of the 
Civil Service CommiHaion, was advocated 
by Tracy, of New Y ork, who Raid th at 
the increase would enable th e President 
to extend the classified list. The Presi­ 
dent liad been criticised for having made 
an extension. A discussion followed by 
Messrs. W hitthorne, Hopkins, Adams 
and Butler. 
Butler, of Tennessee, said the Demo­ 
cratic party in Tennessee had a m ethod 
which beat Jay Hubbell all hollow. 
H e 
sent to th e desk and had read a letter 
from J. R. M. Davis, Secretary of th e 
Hancock County Democratic Comm ittee, 
to United Btates Commissioner Williams, 
at Xenophon, Tennessee, asking him 
what steps he intended to take in the 
next campaign, and saying: “ The party 
is willing to give to gain strength, hut 
otherwise the pay business will be with­ 
held." 
W hitthorne—I know nothing about the 
truth of th e allegations. 
I don’t know 
the p arties; b at I am gratified for one, 
that the thing is working. [Laughter.[ 
The am endm ent waeCnen agreed to, 81 
to 71. 
W hile th e vote was in progross, 
Spinola, oí New York, entered the cham ­ 
ber and enquired w hat th e pending ques­ 
tion was. On being inform ed by the 
C hair th at the vote was on an am end­ 
m ent increasing the force of the Civil 
Service Commission, he passed between 
the tellers with the remark, “ I want to 
be recorded in the negative against that 
relic of Federalism .” 
The am endm ent provides for one addi­ 
tional clerk of class three, one of class 
two, and one at $1000, and increases the 
appropriation for necessary traveling ex­ 
penses $4000 to $6000. 
Crain, of Texas, raised a point of order 
against the appropriation of $3,600 for 
the salary of an official who formerly got 
$4,000, and denounced the practice of 
cutting down aalaries on appropriation 
bills. Pending further action, the Com­ 
m ittee rose at 1 :05 p. x . and the House 
adjourned. 
REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 
The Republican m em bers immediately 
neld a caucus. 
A resolution was adopt­ 
ed declaring it to be the sense of th e Re­ 
publican m em bers of the Hoase th at the 
Committee on Rules be instructed to re­ 
port a resolution assigning days for the 
consideration of all general pension legie- 
lation.and th at the order be m ade a con- 
tinning one until all such legislation is 
disposed of. 
The cancos also decided to recommend 
the passage of the Blair Educational bill, 
and then took in consideration the tariff 
question, from which th e debate branch­ 
ed into a discussion of th e general policy 
of the party. 
Representative Hovey, of 
Indiana, 
made a speech earnestly urging the Re­ 
publicans to combine in an effort to force 
the Democratic party to take a decided 
stand in pension legislation. 
As a part 
of his plan he urged th at the bill to re­ 
move the restrictions upon the paym ent 
of arrears of pensions, he m ade a party 
issue if possible, and that the Democrats 
he placed in the position of antagoniziqg 
this and other pension bills by refusing 
consideration for them . Hovey’s rem arks 
were well received and led to a num ber 
of other suggestions in the sam e line. 
The following resolution was adopted. 
In pension legislation, Resolved: That it is 
the sense of this caucus that the House 
should m ake a special order for the cou- 
sideration of general pension legislature 
at th e earliest day practicable during the 
session, and th at the Committee on Rules 
he requested to report a resolution to 
th at end, said order to be a continuing 
order from day to day until all the gen­ 
eral pension legislation on th e calendar 
shall be disposed of. 
Houck, of Tennessee, then moved the 
following resolution, which was unanim ­ 
ously adopted: 
Resolved, T hat it is the sense of this 
caucus that th e Committee on Rules of 
the House of 
Representatives should 
report a resolution m aking it in order as 
a m atter of privilege to move or dis­ 
charge 
the Committee on 
Education 
from further consideration of the Blair 
Educational bill, and report it to the 
House for consideration at the earliest 
practicable day during this session. 
The m em bers of th e Ways and Means 
Committee next laid before the Commit­ 
tee the formal proposition that was made 
by Mills to dispense with debate on the 
Tariff bill under th e five m inute rule, 
and a long debate ensued. A t the be­ 
ginning several m em bers favored the 
acceptance of the proposition, but in the 
end they were induced into m aking the 
action of the caucus upon th e subject 
unanimous. I t was disclosed during the 
debate th at the general sentim ent of the 
caucus was th at if a Republican Tariff 
bill should be formulated, it should fully 
and em phatically represent the Republi­ 
can policy of protection. 
Kelly vigorously protested against the 
formulation of any bill, and other m em ­ 
bers argued th at it was not reasonable to 
require the minority party to subm it a 
bill which neceesariallv would not meet 
the biews of the m em bers of th at party, 
but m ust be constructed with a view to 
securing sufficient strength for passage 
from th e m ajority party. 
Nelson, of Minnesota, while urging 
the 
preparation 
of 
a 
bill, re­ 
m arked th at 
he 
waa not 
in love 
with th e Mills bill, and added that Min­ 
nesota could be relied upon to give a 
Republican m ajority this fall regardless 
of the action of the House on th e tariff. 
Finally Brown, of Indiana, offered the 
following resolution, which was unani- 
moaaly adopted. Resolved, that it is the 
sense of this cancns that the pending 
tariff bill be taken up and considered in 
committee of th e whole, under the five 
m innte rule in the usual way, section by 
section, and paragraph by paragraph. 
The caucus which lasted four hours 
than adjourned.

I .ant evening 
an hour before sundown C haaiberlaiu 
entered the hotue of his uncle, Win. 
Kiddle, t ix miles from Reynolds. 
The 
latter is a widower and was absent 
from 
homo. 
His 
daughters, 
Ida 
and Mary, aged 18 and 21, kept house for 
him . Their feelings can hardly he de- 
Bcribed, as they stood face to face with 
th e young man, who at that m oment was 
being hunted by a thousand armed men. 
C ham berlain was alm ost exhausted, for 
the entire night and day he had dodged 
about th e country in the rain, without a 
a bite to eat or a m om ent of rest. 
When 
informed th at 
Deputy 
Sheriff H ar­ 
vey had searched the house but an hour 
before, he dropped on the sofa for a 
short rest. 
His cousins induced him to 
remove hisclothingand hang them before 
th e fire to cry, when he fell asleep. 
Ida 
remained at the house and Mary ran 
across th e field and told the story to 
Ralph and A rthur Laurie th e two nearest 
neighbors. 
Armed with shotguns and 
accompanied by three others, they en­ 
tered the house. 
While I^uurie drew 
head on the desperado, the others ¿sprang 
upon him and bound him . 
At m idnight

H e 
was 
then 
taken 
to 
Monticello 
where 
the 
authorities expect 
lynching, as pub­ 
lic feeling against

There are eight theological sem inaries 
under tho control of the General Assem­ 
bly, with a roll of 608 students. 
Prince­ 
ton, Auburn and Danville showed an ex- 
coss of income over expenditures, while 
a slight balance appears on the other Bide 
of tho accounts of the Union, W estern, 
McCormick and Lane.

Sem inary did not send in its returns to 
the committee. The report urged the ut­ 
most caro on the part of the professors in 
sem inaries in combating the growth of 
infidelity, and the errors that are being

Bources. 
The report of the standing committee 
on tem perance was presented. The re­ 
port recommended th at th e church peo­ 
ple by no means sanction the traffic in 
liquor, either by endorsing the l>onds of 
dealers or renting buildings to them , and 
included resolutions disclaiming political 
motives, but declaring in favor of the 
entire suppression of the traffic in intoxi­ 
cating liquors as a 
beverage. 
They 
recommend that church m em bership be 
denied to liquor dealers. 
Dr. Campbell 
spoke in favor of the adoption of the re­ 
port and its accompanying resolutions. 
Dr. Howard Crosby opposed the adop­ 
tion of the resolution denying church 
mem bership to liquor sellers, and hoped 
it would be stricken out. The sentim ent 
of the Assembly 
was apparently so 
strongly in favor of the resolutions that 
the debate was not prolonged and they 
went through with only a few dissenting 
voices. The Assembly then adjourned 
until Monday.

War was declared on the 24th of April, 
but the Hussion Iroopa mossed tire fron­ 
tier t>n the 28d, anil by the 1st of May 
they began constructing a battery on the 
south side of the Kars river. On the 4th 
the (Ire became annoying, though the 
liattery was at th e alm ost incredible dis­ 
tance of 12,000 yards, and on the Gth 
Iluseein Bey planned a torlit which re­ 
sulted in ilio destruction of the Russian 
work. 
The next opening of th e ap­ 
proaches was at 10,000 yards distance to 
tho northeast of Kars, and here the Mus­ 
covites . would have had the best of a 
light in the open. 
So they completed 
their works up to 5,000 yards by the 
17lh of June, but could go no nearer, for 
whenever tho batteries l»ecame dangerous 
tho Turks m et them with counter-works, 
all of which were under the im mediate 
direction of Hussein Bey and his staff, 
for the Pashas, though good enough at 
lighting, wore of no account scientifically 
speaking. 
So 
Mclikofl was 
held at 
bay until the 9th of July, when M oukhtar 
Pasha relieved the city and fortress. 
By that time she Russians had sent 
against Kars, according to Turkish com­ 
pulation, about 10,000 shells, mostly from 
the IOC.-centimeter (fils-inch) 
K rupp 
guns, and tho Ottoman batteries had re­ 
plied with 17,458 projectile* of sorts and 
sixes ranging from 13-inch bomba to 12- 
pounder shells, the latter chiefly used in 
tho fifteen nórtica made against the Rus­ 
sian work. 
Hussein Bey was exceed­ 
ingly economical of bis atnm uniiioa, 
not knowing 
how 
long

siege 
*ight last, and it is pretty good evidence 
I®" he did not waste m uch of it when it 
B u s e d .because the nearest Russian hat­ 
er hen the siege was raised was over 
miles from the enceinte. 
It was con- 
atly expected th at Hoaaein

ild have boen m ade Hussein Pasha 
. recognition of the ability and the 
.Jac k he had shown in the ilefonae of the

~ eat fortress; hut he had had several 
(Bsrenoes 
with his titular superiors 
daring the investm ent, and it was only 
by stuuding on his own rights, as In 
charge of the artillery And the batteries, 
that tie was able to pi»/cnt the enem y 
from m aking m uch more rapid progress, 
so his 
obstinacy 
was 
remembered 
against him 
by those in whose bauds 
lay tho recommendation of promotion. 
It is believed that on the instigation 
of Genera! Sir Arnold Komball, th e Brit­ 
ish Commissioner in Armenia, M oukhtar 
Rtsliu was on the point of giving Hussein 
■by acting rank, which the Beraskier 
Oluld hardly have refused to confirm, 
v n an a little hit of overmuch zeal on the 
p arfu r the artillery Colonel stopped the 
"step " for lb? m om ent, and, as it turned 
out, forever. 
In conversation with a 
correspondent who was describing to 
Hussein Bey the way in which th e Rus­ 
sians took advantage of the shelter of

render of Kars on the 20lh of October, a 
week after M oukhtar's defeat, and H us­ 
sein Hanoi Pasha sent llusseln Boy, who 
had been so long on the frontier th at he 
spoke Russian fairly well, to the Grand 
Duke Michaels, nominally to find out the 
term s on which surremler was asked, but 
really to gain time. As a m atter Of course 
the Commissioner was well-treated for 
(lie day at the Russian headquarters, ami 
when he returned to Khj-h he expressed 
his belief that M thkoff would not be long 
before' bo delivered an assault, but that 
it was probable, weak though the Turks 
were, they could give'a good account of 
the columns of the Mascovs. 
W hen all was was over, Hussein Bey, 
a prisoner in Russia, and Hussein II ami 
I’osha at liberty in Urzeroum, because 
he bad shown a clean pair of heels, 
rum ors 
hegan 
to 
prevail 
there 
and at Constantinople that Kars had been 
betrayed by Hussein Bey. 
Had he not 
bail un opportunity of w aking an ar­ 
rangem ent with the Grand Duke when 
lie went out ub Commissioner? 
Had lie 
not been allowed to keep liis sword? 
And, most fatal report of all, had not bis 
uncle been accused of treachery some­ 
where in Europe in the w ar of 1829? Ho 
when the prisoners were given up by 
Russia in the spring of 1877 Hus­ 
sein Bev was strongly advised to re­ 
turn to Turkey. 
But no disdained such 
counsel, and, iiaving a tolerably good 
patented property, went back to look after 
it. No sooner had lie reported himself 
than he was p'aced under arrert and 
kept in prison till after the treaty with 
Berlin. 
At length he was brought to 
trial before a court-m artial on a charge 
of betraying K ars to tho enemy. The 
investigation was long and thorough. 
M oukhtar 1‘aahn was exam ined, and he 
had nothing against tho artillery com­ 
m andant. 
Of course, as lie was with 
Kraerouui when Kara fell, be could 
know nothing personally of the m atter. 
HiiBsein Hand Pasha, who had bolted, 
tried to throw the blame on the accused, 
though he could know nothing of the 
m atter either, being all the time enscon­ 
ced in the citadel. 
Bot be labored the 
points already m entioned in the endeavor 
to divert suspicion and tu» accusation 
from himself. 
After due consideration, the court- 
martial found the charges not proved, 
and Hussein Bey was released. 
B utin a 
few hours he was rearresteil and placed 
under guard in the Senerkierate, where, 
uuless death has quite recently taken 
him out of the power of his persecutors, 
he still lies. 
Efforts have been made 
from time to time on the part of some 
friends, English os well as Turkish, to

The greater part of Hussein Bey’s 
paternal property was in Thessaly, on 
tb s border of Greece, and when the rec­ 
tification of the frontier was made in 1881 
that property was handed over to the 
Hellenic Kingdom. 
Bo if Hussein Bey 
were at liberty to-morrow—and he was 
certainly alive in May of this year—he 
would be a pauper, for after the lapse of 
so long a tim e it is exceedingly improba­ 
ble th at the Greek authorities would re­ 
cognize the claims of one, the chief evi­ 
dence of whose treachery is that his foes 
recognized his bravery as brave men 
should.—[New York Times.

T he “ FevM tKtn e l B le e « .” 
Hear the town of Virtud, in Honduras, 
Central America, there exists what is 
known as the “ Fountain of Blood.” 
It 
rfceived this nam e on account of the 
curious red liquid which is perpetually 
, easing and dropping from the roof of a 
cavern, and which on falling coagulates 
and exactly resembles hum an blood. 
Like blood, also, it Bpoodilv corrupts 
and em its an odor of animnl decay. 
In ­ 
sects deposit their larvie in it and d o ri 
and carrion birds flock to feast upon it. 
We are informed by one who has wit- 
neared it th at the grotto is the nightly 
liaunt of 
m ultitudes 
of 
large bats, 
which like 
the 
dogs 
and 
birds, 
feast 
npon 
this 
strange 
liquid, 
which has not only tho smell but the 
taste of blood. A fearful odor is percepti­ 
ble at a considerable distance from the 
cavern, and when it is reached masses of 
the bloo«l may be seen in a state of jelli­ 
fied coagulation. 
Numerous attem pts 
have been made to obtain a portion of 
this blood-like liquid for analytical p u r­ 
poses, but in every case without success, 
in consequence of rapid decomposition, 
which oause8 th e bottles to burst. The 
late Don Rafael Oaejo untertook to trans­ 
mit some bottles of it to Ixmdon, hut his 
intentimi was frustrated by the bursting of 
the botHes, end that in less than twenty- 
for house after sealing them .

setting the gods together by the ears.

The 
tremendous 
truth that on a starry night we look. In 
every direction, into an almost endless 
vista of suns beyond suns and systems 
upon systems, wai too overwhelming for 
comprehension by the inventors o f the 
oonatellations. Bo they amused them­ 
selves, like imaginative 
children, as 
they were, by tracing tbe outlines of men 
and beasts formed by those pretty lights, 
the stars. They turned the starry heav­ 
ens into a scroll filled with pictured stor­ 
ies of mythology. 
Fonr of the constel­ 
lations with which we are going to deal 
in tiiis arti le, are particularly interest­ 
ing on this account. They preserve in 
the stars, more lasting than parchment 
or stone, one of the oldest and most 
pleasing of all the romantic stories that 
have amused and inspired the m inds of 
men—the story of Perseus and Andro­ 
meda—a better story than any that 
modern novelists have invented.—[From 
“Astronomy with an Opera Glass,’’ by 
Garrett P. Servias, in Popular Science 
Monthly for November.

At th e recent annual banquet of tho 
Cham ber of Commerce of Ban Francisco, 
ono of the toasts w a s: “ W anted; A New 
Navy.” That- this want ia pretty well nn- 
derstood by tho m ajority of Die people 
anil by our reprimmtati v*>b in Congress, 
is evidenced by the fact that some meas­ 
ures have already been inaugurated to 
secure iu the near future a navy of mod­ 
ern vessels and an appropriate armam ent 
of modern high-po*er breech-loading 
steol¡'riflp gu n s.B u t there is another want, 
and a very pressing one at that, which 
m ight advantageously he conmiiered and 
provided for at tho same time. Wo want 
a naval reserve. In fact, the sentim ent 
of the evening referred to, to be exhaus­ 
tive should be amended so as to read: 
“ W anted: A New Navy and a Naval 
Reserve.” 
A naval reserve comprises both ships 
and m en. 
As in tim e of peace the 
United States will probably m aintain but 
a com paratively amall force of officers 
and m en in tho regular naval service, so 
will it be. to a.great extent, with D>e 
vessels. 
We shall probably never have 
u sufficient num ber of ships in the navy 
in tune of peacu for all our Reeds in time 
of war. 
If properly utilized as a auxiliary to 
the navy, the m ercantile m arine will 
afford n o t Only a school for th e instruc­ 
tion anil training of seamen, but also a 
reserve of cruisers and supply vessels; 
while the private ship-building establish­ 
m ents, if fostered aud encouraged, will 
be 
available 
as 
so 
m any 
supple­ 
m entary navy 
yards. In 
pursuing 
such 
a 
policy 
the 
country 
will 
only 
be 
following 
the 
saga­ 
cious exam ple of all th e great maritime 
nations of the world, while by neglecting 
to do so we Will continue to m ake enor­ 
mous contributions to foreign commer­ 
cial m arines, aud thereby aid in nourish­ 
ing and developing a naval reaerre of 
ships and sailors for the war fleets of 
tlioro nations, which possibly will be 
used againit us In the future. 
There is no doubt that steam ers of ex- 
cepiional speed will be employed as 
auxiliaries in future wars on the ocean, 
and we sbonld therefore adopt prompt 
measures to secure an adoqnate tupcly 
of such vessels. 
In modern sea-going 
squadrons the fighting ships will have to 
be accompanied by store ships, am m u­ 
nition transports, colliers, scouts, torpedo 
vessels, etc./ while in our system of coast 
defenses an essential feature will be 
heavily armóréd coast guard ships and 
batteries, ealéh1 supported by a swarm of 
light vessels^ torpedo boats and powerful 
tngs. 
We Shall, therefore, have abun­ 
dant need oftttl the varioue classes and 
types of vesftefe which are comprised in 
tiie m ercantile m arine, as auxiliaries to 
the* regular: Maval force upon the out­ 
break of waf'.‘r 
In the dftys of sailiag 
ships and 
nuiooth-bore-Kuos, it m ight, jierhaps, 
have been a sufficiently safe policy to 
defer th e timé'-of preparation for war to 
the 
threatened outbreak of 
hostili­ 
ties, but in ¿these days of steam and 
electricity, when an enem y’s war ship 
can be throw n upon several portions of 
our coast within a few days of th e declara­ 
tion of wttr, Qifr National defenses must 
lie kept in complete readiness, and due 
provision ra t do for m anuing them at a 
m om ent's notrcp. 
A proper aniount of preparation for war 
develops tbe ifiechanical and industrial 
resources of 
Nation, and also culti­ 
vates tho m anty and essential qualities of 
courage and ’patriotism . 
Mon who are 
trainod to fiimf for their country, are 
taught to enilure hardships cheerfully, to 
continually pr&IRo self-restraint, and to 
subordinate tlWir own willa and inclina­ 
tions to a sentó’of duty. Their very lives 
m ust at times &e held at the disposal of 
othcrfl. W hoi potter school could be de­ 
sired for cultháting all the nobler attri­ 
butes of manh(&d and m aking good citi­ 
zens. 
Captain A. P. Cooke, U nited States 
Navy, in an address delivered in New 
York, rem arked: 
“ Tbe vague suspicion 
that men trairied to arm s are responsible 
for war is as groundless as to consider 
physicians responsible for disease, or 
clergymen for violations of moral law. 
ft is not those regularly commissioned 
who stir up strifb, but the spirit of money 
making and greed is what chiefly brings 
it about. The trium phs of commcrco, 
far from being peaceful, have almost in- 
variahly lieen “either preceded or follow­ 
ed by the use of arm s. The highways of 
commerce, both by sea and land, have 
been opened up by "fighting.” 
Not only are regular naval forces not 
the cause of war, but they serve to regu­ 
late it and reduce its horrors to a mini­ 
mum. 
Neither 
are 
arm ed 
citizens 
drones in the hive nor a mass of non-pro­ 
ducers. 
.Much valuable labor is neces­ 
sary in this world which doca not tend 
directly toward tbe production of wealth: 
its protection, for Instance, is a m atter of 
no alight importance, and force haa al­ 
ways w en found necessary in the organ­ 
ization of society. 
Notwithstanding the fact th at the 
m ethods upon which we have hitherto 
relied 
for 
tho 
national 
protection 
are now of no avail, wo have done 
hardly anything towards providing for 
new defenses, although th e way has fre­ 
quently been pointed out, and the m eans 
lie ready a t hand. 
A strong public sentim ent calls for the 
establishm ent of a Naval Reserve, and a 
bill to provide for'lhe creation of such a 
forco has been introduced in the House 
of Representativas by M r. W hitthorne of 
Tennessee. 
It is adm itted th at the defense of our 
large seaport cities by m eans of shore 
forts and submarine m ines is uot suffi­ 
cient, and that there m ust be an active 
force afloat. The m aterial to create cer­ 
tain im portant adjuncts to such a force 
ia at hand in the various crafts whioh 
are to be found along oer coasts. 
These 
vessels, manned hv trained naval reserve 
m en aud armed with long-range, rapid- 
firing and machine guns, ~and torpedoes, 
would m ake an excellent auxiliary de­ 
fense. 
OurJ present small navy could spare 
but few m en, in case of hostilities, to 
man th e movable defenses of our liar- 
born, as their services would be required 
on tiie open sea, apd it is, therefore, im ­ 
peratively necessary th at wo should pre­ 
pare for the coming of the next war by 
establishing a thoroughly organised and 
efficient naval rerervte tor tbm purpose. 
Let us be wise in our ganeratjaaU, end 
endeavor to matnre a system for bolding 
o h r own waters against ell «ternera should 
war ágfiin visit os. O ur cities and ooosta 
HWU trtidonbtedly be' best protected by 


period of war. 
When thin great nation, 
confronted by iinminnnt and immedi­ 
ate peril, ts startled into a full realization 
of its utter lack of preparation for defense, 
it m ay then be too late. 
This comprehensive scheme provides 
the necessary facilities for creating and 
organizing a “ Militia of th e Bea,” and 
also for instructing officers an«l m en in 
th e use of the delicate and com pi i «rated 
machines of modern naval warfare. 
U 
likewise arranges for 
furnishing our 
enormous commercial interests with 
some of the necessary w«a|>ons and ap­ 
pliances for their protection, together 
with the (ruined and disciplined m en to 
handle them . All of the wealthy com­ 
mercial centers will thua have organiaod 
defensive m aterials on th e spot upon 
w hich to rely for their protection in tbs 
event of sudden attack—a necessary pre­ 
caution, aa the rapidity of modern war 
will allow no tim e to arrange and con­ 
centrate to m ost attacks delivered sim ul­ 
taneously at points perhaps thousands of 
mi los apart. 
Under existing laws all parsons be­ 
tween the ageB of eighteen and forty-five 
are enrolled for duty in tho Militia, and 
the W hitthornobill ia intended to próvida 
for assigning naval quotas to th e States, 
or certain of them . After providing for 
the general enrollm ent of a naval rnll- 
tia, the m easure also proposes to give 
the Btstes authority to organise certain 
naval commands, as volunteer branches 
of the naval reserve forces. Tho effect of 
this provision will be to put th e navy 
on a similar footing to the arm y, In re­ 
lation to the militia. 
A naval reserve ia urgently wanted, 
and there is no time like the present to 
establish and train it. 
It is to be hoped 
th at those who are in position to com­ 
m and attention will move in th e matter, 
for the Government ia not likely to take 
any action until earnestly and persistent­ 
ly urged by our influential citizens.

jected to the mo<le of m aking the estim­ 
ates. claiming that they should have 
been changed, but upon accurate estim ­ 
ates of the am ount of work actually 
done.

Regarding th* abandonm ent of the 
pantract, Judge Tempi* bolds that the 
fadure on McLaughlin’s part to pay did 
not authorize Cox & Arnold to abandon 
the work and sue on the contract. 
“ For this breach,” 
continues 
the

linion, 
“ plaintiffs had simply their 
ght of action for damages. 
There was 
ito rescission by m utual consent, Mc­ 
Laughlin not having been shown to have 
been insolvent and unable to meet hi* 
paym ents.” 


THE AGREEMENT A FRAUD. 
Judge Temple, in dealing with the 
charges of fraud on Cox’s part, leans 
decidedly to defendant’s side. He says: 
-"If the charge of trend be considered, 
is squally plain to m y m ind that it 
titutcd a breach of contract on the 
of the plaintiffs as would of itself 
‘7 it impossible for them to recover 
the contract. 
In my judgment 
allowance of the am endm ent settling 
up the claim for the actual value ot the 
labor performed was, under tiie circum­ 
stances, an abuse of discretion which 
wught to be reviewed by the court*.” 
“ This litigation has 
been pending 
some sixteen years, during all of which 
tim e plaintiff has been uontending for 
compensation at the conventional rates 
fixed in the contract. 
Not only so, but 
this oontest has been kept up after most 
clear and explicit rulings ot the Court 
th at no such action could be maintained^ 
and intim ations th at plaintiffs’ remedy, 
if they hod any, waa for the reasonable 
v(Unr, ©I th e labor performed and tha 
m aterials furnished. 
Now, even one 
who has a grievance owes some doty to 
his adversary and to society. 
Because 
he has been injured, bo is not pacified in 
vexing th e wrong-doer with malicious 
litigation, nor can he persist for years 
in bringing a suit which he cannot main­ 
tain, and then, on being defeated, amend 
and re«:over that which for years he haa 
virtually declined to acoept when the 
suit he m ight have brought has boen 
barred by the statute. 
Here, before this 
am endm ent was asked, the suit upon a 
quart(um meruit was barred seven times 
over.” 
“ The m anner in which the value of th* 
work actually done is estim ated, is also 
found fault with, there not being any 
evidence in Jndge Temple’s opinion, tc 
justifly its being fixed at $98,000. 
The 
opinion concludes as follows: 
“It is 
emphatically a case where, having made 
his own bed the plaintiff should lie in it. 
Having persisted in a claim for ysars 
after he was distinctly told he oould net 
reoover upon that basis, he should not 
be permitted to recover upon a new 
theory where time has destroyed all 
idence. 
Holding these views it i* not 
necessary to review the other point* 
made.”—(8. F. Cali.
